At the massacre 


of Fort Dearborn (now Chicago) in 
1812 the Chippewa Indians were led in 
part by old Waba, and it was through 
his powerful influence in later years 
that the four great tribes of Indians in 
central and northern Wisconsin, name- 
ly : Chippewas, Menominees, Winne- 
bagos and Pottawatomies, were pre- 
vented from joining the Sacs and Foxes 
under Black Hawk in 1832. 


After the Fort Dearborn massacre 


old Waba became the staunch and 
trusted friend of the white man and no 
further depredations were committed 
upon the earlier settlers. He was the 
father of "Big 
Pappoose, '' ( a very 


large and powerful Indian who when 
under the influence of skoot-a-wan-boo 
or whiskey was a "heap bad injun 
and one that the women and children 
of the country were afraid of. He died 
as the result of drinking a quart of 
alcohol and sleeping out on a logging 
road one night with the mercury thirty 
degrees below zero.

Many banks 
were then issuing small notes, and the 
small coin was rapidly disappearing 
from circulation. This bill became a 
law almost immediately, and then, the 
little enrreney notes were launched out 
as Lcood money.

sued, and the greatest amount of it 
was on its travels throughout the laud 
mi March i.':?.

This sort of money -\vas issued 
very rapidly for awhile, but it was 
also bcinir almost constantly redeemed. 
The issues did not go beyond fifty mil- 
lions at a clip, but there were all sorts 
of ways in which it became lost in the 
burly burlv and hustling of the times. 
It became limp and ragged by constant 
use and could hardly be kept iu good 
shape. 
It was never so tough and 


hardened as the bills of today, aud the 
almost constant redemption of soiled 
aud ragged notes kept a large force of 
clerks in the department always busy. 
Much of it was lost.

People throughout the country sent ."jl 
sorts of petitions to the treasury to be 
reimbursed for such losses. 


Some of it was kept in the summer

large notes, they burned to ashes, and 
Uncle Sam was a gainer by their loss. 
Sometimes from the farms away off in 
the country came doleful letters. n<-- 
con"1pnn'0rt by affidavits' mid wo^r1' of 
honyr, explaining that little bundie.s of 
them were accidentally dropped and 
hogs made a meal of them. All of this 
was a calamity to the owners of the 
currency, hut a gain to the govern- 
ment.

lions of fractional currency there is 
now outstanding 
about 
S13.000.noo. 


The discontinuance of printing frac- 
tional notes happened in the middle of 
1873, when specie payments were re- 
sumed and the coinage of subsidiary 
silver money was authorized. There is 
little chance of any further redemption 
of paper fractional currency being de- 
manded. 


Some curious folks might be dis- 


posed to wonder why of all the fifteen 
millions of fractional currency that are 
now somewhere In the land some of It 
has not been turned in to the treasury 
for redemption and the good green- 
backs of today secured in excli.'inge. 
Taking everything into consideration, 
there Is as much cbancp for the gov- 
ermnont redeeming these outstanding 
notes, even if it desired to do so. as 
there Is for the redemption of the old 
Continental notes that were used to pay 
off the government debts during the 
Revolutionary war. The comparatively 
small amount of fractional <-urren<-y 
tnnt exists today Is considered n great 
treasure by th"-e who hold it- It rep- 
resents a most trying period in the 
country's financial history. The funny 
little notes are being held as souvenirs 
by thousands.

Diamonds In His Shoes. 


Diamond ornaments in «hoes hark 


back to the days of the Revolutionary 
war and were worn by merchant-: of 
Boston in those days. Thomas Russell 
of Charlestown. who died in 1790, was 
one of the most active of business men 
of bis day in Boston and tbe first to 
engage in the American trade with 
Russia after thf Involution. His dr«ss

THE HAYWOOD TRIAL. 


Counsel for William D. Hay wood at 


Boise, in their efforts to discredit the 
testimony of Harry Orchard, put a 
witness on the stand whose testimony 
strongly indicated that the explosion 
in the Vindicator mine was an acci- 
dent and not a crime. 


In the Haywood trial at Boise, Idaho. 


a. ruling by the court materially limited 
the showing of the defense as to the 
alleged counter conspiracy by the 
mine owners. 


William F. Davis, who, according to 


Harry Orchard, was a leader in sever- 
al of the mine crimes in Idaho, was 
put on the stand by* the Haywood de- 
fense and denied Orchard's state- 
ments. His testimony was weakened 
somewhat by Senator Borah's severe 
«ross-examination. 


The first direct testimony in the de- 


fense of William D. Haywood was 
chiefly directed toward showing that 
Harry Orchard, blaming Frank Steun- 
enberg for the loss of his interest in 
the Hercules mine, had threatened to 
"have revenge by killing him, and that 
the conduct of Orchard and K. C. Ster- 
ling, both before the Independence 
explosion, when they were frequently 
seen together, and afterwards, -when 
Sterling called off the bloodhound that 
was following Orchard's trail, justified 
the inference that the mine owners in- 
spired the crime. 


In an address that occupied two ses- 


sions of the district court at Boise, 
Idaho, Clarence Darrow, of Chicago, 
outlined to the jury the defense of 
William D. Hayweod-to the «fcarg» 
that he murdered former Gov. Steun- 
enberg. In broad description, it is to 
be a denial of every material count in 
the testimony of Orchard, with a show- 
ing that Orchard killed Steunenberg 
because of a private grudge borne by 
the loss of a rich share in the great 
Hercules mine, and explanations of 
the independent circumstances that 
tend to connect three co-defendants 
with Orchard's life and operations.

GUN POWDER. 


Thi« it What It Would Be if All the 


Little Crackers of One Fourth 


Were Put Together in 


One Tube. 


There are—to be exact—13,048,537 


boys between the ages of four and 20 
years in the United States who are go- 
ing to celebrate the Glorious Fourth. 
And this takes no account whatever 
of the old boys, between the ages of 
*9 and BO,, with,a.few verging on the 
•dge of 90 for good measure. These 
boys are going to celebrate in the 
good old-fashioned way with firecrack- 
ers and toy pistols and cannons and 
skyrockets and nigger-chasers. They 
are going to make a lot of noise and 
a good many boys are going to get 
their fingers and thumbs blown off 
and their faces filled with gunpowder 
and their ears trimmed. 
But that 


doesn't make any difference; they are 
going to celebrate nevertheles's. Now, 
there is no use dragging out statistics 
to show how many boys were killed 
and maimed and sent to the hospital 
last Fourth of July. You will waste 
your ink in writing down the figures 
and your breath in talking about them, 
but you will not stop the small boy, 
nor the big boy, nor the middle-aged 
boy, nor the old boy from celebrating. 
All your arguments will have no avail. 


Suppose all the firecrackers that 


will be fired off could be concentrated 
into one colossal firecracker and that 
all the boys in the United States could 
be assembled around it and that at a 
given moment it could be fired off, 
winding up the whole business of a 
Fourth-of-July celebration at one fell 
swoop. 
There would be one mighty 


shock to the nerves of nervous old 
women and shaky old m°T>. 
There 


would be one big sizz and one big 
bang that would be heard all the way 
arqund the world, and then all would 
be over; everybody would have cele- 
brated: the same amount of money 
would have been spent and quiet and 
peace would be resumed. Now, let's 
see how it can be figured out 


First of all, one must ascertain how 


many firecrackers there are in the 
United States. 
One of the largest 


dealers says there are now 100.000,000 
firecrackers in this country waiting to 
be exploded on the Fourth of July. 
Another large dealer says this esti- 
mate is too high and places the num- 
ber at 20,000.000. When one consid- 


; ers, however, that there are more than 
13,000.000 boys in the country and that 


j the first estimate allows something 
! less than eight firecrackers for each 
! boy, one must admit that the figures 
are. perhaps not so far ou\ of the way. 
But one of the chief aims of this ar- 


, ticle is conservatism, and, therefore, a 
compromise position will be taken and 
the average of two estimates will be 
used, which places the number of fire- 
crackers at 60.000,000. 


Next, let us s^** how much 


de-r there is in. these fio.ooo.ooo fire- 
crackers. The best authorities on this 
subject say that in the average fire- 
cracker there Js on^-twentieth of ar. 
ounce of gunpo-wd^r. This calculation 
is ba?'-.! on the number of 'lady-fire 
crackers." which a»<* the smallest, nn 
up to the big cannon crackers, includ- 
ing the tremendous "Hunt" and Num- 
ber IS. which Contains two evinces of 
explosives. With this pood start it is 
simply a matter of mathematics to 
learn th^t in all the firecrackers of the 
United State* there are 
3,«Wi.ooo 


' ounces of gunpowder, which, of course. 


means 187,500 pounds.. This has all 
been easy. There is your firecracker. 
All you have, to do is to get your boys 
together, apply tb,e match to the fuse, 
wait a second with bated breath and 
then— 


But hold on! How about the dam- 


age? 


For many years there have been 


learned discussions concerning the 
force of various grades of explosives. 
The experts call it potential energy. 
Some time ago two famous French- 
men—Roux and Sarrau—made a se- 
ries of experiments to determine the 
exact extent of the potential energy 
of the most powerful explosives and 
the results of these experiments hav« 
become the standards of the best in- 
formed experts on this subject. 
It 


was learned from thjjse. studies that 
the average potential energy of gun- 
powder is 480 foot-tons to the pound. 
You will observe, therefore, that thera 
would be a good deal of "business" 
concentrated in a gigantic firecracker 
containing 187,500 pounds of gunpow- 
der. In this immense cracker* there 
would be stored 90,000,000 foot-tons of 
potential energy. 
Startling as are. 


these figures, to the layman they mean 
little. • Let us compare them to some 
object with which we are familiar. 


Take the Flatiron building in New 


York, for instance. Its weight is 50,- 
000 tons. Now, if there are 480 foot- 
tons of potential energy in each pound 
of gunpowder, it would require 104 
pounds of gunpowder to blow up a 
building weighing 50,000 tons. This 
amount of gunpowder, is scientifically 
applied, would do the job completely 
and raze the big structure from base- 
ment to roof. Such an explosive effort 
as this, however, represents but a 
small part of the force in the supposi- 
tional king of giant firecrackers, which 
would contain 90,000,000 foot-tons <of 
energy—enough to blow up (according 
to exact mathematical 
calculation) 


1,800 structures similar to the Flatiron 
building before you could say "Jack 
Robinson!" 


So, perhaps, after all, it may be as 


well to postpone the building of this 
great universal firecracker until our 
experts have learned a little better 
how to handle high explosives. 


Nebraska Parrots Disappeared. 


Only a few naturalists and early ter- 


ritorial settlers know that parrots 
w«re once numerous in Nebraska, 


Fifty years ago they were still seen 


along the Missouri river In southeast- 
ern Nebraska, but disappeared 
very 


suddenlj- after the first settlement in 
that region. 
The Nebraska parrot 


was the Carolina paroque (Cornus 
Carolina). It had a beautiful green 
and yellow plumage, so striking In ap- 
pearance as to instantly arrest the at- 
tention of the early hunter. 


Beside this, the birds gathered In 


large flocks and were so exceedingly 
tame and simple that the whole flock 
was easily killed. Add to this that 
the birds were fine eating and their 
feathers attractive trophies of the 
hunt, and the fate of the Nebraska 
parrot was assured.
